Deep well permits terminated

Romulus officials were elated 
Monday when they were 
informed that federal regulators 
terminated the license of the for¬ 
mer operator of two deep injec¬ 
tion waste wells in the city. 

The U.S. Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) termi¬ 
nated the operating license of 
Environmental Disposal Systems 
(EDS), a firm that has been in a 


15-year legal fight with the city 
about the operation of the wells. 

Any new operator of the wells 
would have to start the year¬ 
long licensing process, and legal 
battle, again, officials said. 

“I think it’s a great day in 
Romulus,” said Tim Keyes, the 
economic development director 
for the city. 

The license was terminated 
because EPA officials found 20 
violations at the site. In 2006, 
emissions and leaks were discov¬ 


ered at the site, and it was shut 
down until the problems could 
be corrected. 

At that time, the main 
investors in the well, the Detroit 
Police and Fire Pension Fund, 
sought another operator for the 
well. The fund has invested near¬ 
ly $40 million in the wells. 

The site is currently owned by 
Jim Pappas, a Greektown 
investor. Michigan Department

Council approves new center funds

Romulus City Council mem¬ 
bers approved moving $500,000 
from the Tax Increment 
Financing Authority to create an 
escrow account for the recre¬ 
ation facility Monday night 
But it didn’t do so without 
some questions about how the 
facility would operate, and 
whether it would eventually be 


self-supporting. 

Tim Keyes, the city economic 
development director, said the 
account needed to be set up to 
make sure the facility could 
operate when it opens for busi¬ 
ness. 

“Like any business, start-up 
funds are needed,” he said. 

Councilman Harry Crout said 
he was unsure whether the loan 
should have been considered, 
citing the ability of the recre-

Two businesses will receive 
tax breaks under the revised 
Romulus tax abatement policy. 

Approved three weeks ago to 
provide businesses with some 
additional incentives to locate 
in Romulus, the new tax break 
policy allowed Kreher Wire 
Processing and the Detroit 
Newspaper Partnership to take 
advantage of savings extended 
to industrial businesses. 

Fred Smith, the plant man¬ 
ager of Kreher, said he was 
glad the provisions allowed his 
company a 50 percent tax 
break on the costs of improve¬ 
ments for the next eight years. 

“I’m glad it went through,” 
he said. Smith added that 
Kreher, which is involved in 
manufacturing wires used for 
automotive components, has to 
look for savings anywhere it 
can because of the sluggish 
economy. 

Kreher has been located in 
the city for seven years, and is 
adding a 17,000-square foot 
addition to the building at 
34822 Goddard Road. The 
improvements would add 
about $3.9 million in invest¬ 
ment into the business, accord¬ 
ing to paperwork filed by the 
company. The move is also 
expected to create 10-15 jobs 
that will come on line soon, 
Smith said. 

The council also voted in 
favor of a tax abatement for the 
Detroit Newspaper 

Partnership, the entity that 
publishes the Detroit Free 
Press and Detroit News. 

Council members approved 
a two-year abatement. 
According to city documents, 
the partnership asked for a 12- 
year abatement on improve¬ 
ments at its distribution loca¬ 
tion at 6911 Metroplex St 

The investment in the facili¬ 
ty, which it leases, would equal 
slightly more than $1.2 million, 
and the measure would bring 
about 60 jobs to Romulus 
according to the proposal. 

Councilmen Harry Crou 
and John Barden botl 
expressed concern that thr

Woman, baby injured in crash 


A 20-year-old woman and a 1- 
year-old boy were rescued from 
their vehicle recently after they 
were involved in a t-bone’ style 
crash. 

The Van Buren Township 
Fire-Rescue Team, along with 
police and paramedics, found 
two vehicles at about 11:08 p.m. 
on Oct. 15 near the south 
entrance of the Belleville Manor 
Mobile Home Park. The vehi¬ 
cles—a Pontiac Grand Am and a 
Pontiac Bonneville—crashed 
and sustained severe damage to 
the passenger side and roof. The 
Ypsilanti woman driving the 
Pontiac Grand Am sustained a 
significant head injury, which 
included an altered mental state 
and temporary memory loss, 
according to officials. 


The 1-year-old boy, who was 
traveling with the woman, was 
secured in a car seat located in 
the back of the vehicle. In order 
to remove the child safely from 
the vehicle, the Jaws of Life were 
used to take off a portion of the 
vehicle roof, officials said. 

Since the crash occurred with¬ 
in a few feet of where the boy had 
been sitting, he was transport¬ 
ed—along with the female dri¬ 
ver—to the University of 
Michigan Hospital for evaluation, 
according to officials. 

The driver of the second vehi¬ 
cle—an 18-year-old Van Buren 
Township man—suffered some 
facial injuries when the vehicle 
airbags deployed. He refused to 
be transported to an area hospi¬ 
tal, officials said.

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Brine tank shows the sensibility of shared service

The City of Romulus has heeded the call of state gov¬ 
ernment to combine more services with other communi¬ 
ties by entering into an agreement with the City of Wayne 
to purchase an automated brine maker and storage tank. 

Tom Wilson, department of public service director, 
said the city will pay about $25,000 for the tank and brine 
maker, while the city of Wayne will pay about $20,000 for 
the equipment 

“We need a bigger tank, and that’s why our share is a 
little more,” said Wilson, who appeared in front of the 
Romulus City Council with Robert English, the assistant 
city manager for the City of Wayne. 

“The governor has asked us to combine some services 
to save the taxpayers money, and that’s what we’ve done,” 
he said. 


The truck will allow both cities to more effectively 
cope with roads during inclement weather As opposed to 
using regular rock salt distributed from a truck, the tank 
will allow both cities to use brine - a derivative of beet 
juice, to wet roads before and during a snow or ice storm. 

Brine can be made up in mass quantities of 5,000 gal¬ 
lons an hour, and can be stored in preparation of a snow¬ 
storm, Wilson said. 

The brine is proven to be more effective in colder tem¬ 
peratures, and lasts longer, Wilson said. 

An intergovernmental agreement like the one the two 
cities will sign does represent a need to reduce expendi¬ 
tures to taxpayers by sharing services. One aspect that 
was questioned Monday night was whether the truck 
would be available to both municipalities 24 hours a day. 

Wilson said the availability issues were out in the 
agreement, and that the system will be available 24-7. 

“That’s why we entered in the agreement,” he said. 


Many other cities have worked to find ways to share or 
combine service when it saves money. Romulus has 
entered into few multi-municipality agreements, but the 
City of Wayne is investigating several partnerships. 

“We’re working on several partnerships with 
Westland,” English said. He added that the proximity of 
Westland to Wayne makes partnerships easy to execute. 

The agreement reached between the two cities allows 
both unrestricted access to the machine. The City of 
Wayne will provide all necessary water and electrical 
power at its public works yard. The cities will be respon¬ 
sible for storing all of their own road salt, and if a repair is 
needed that is not covered by a warranty, the cities will 
split the cost by one-half. 

The tank will be stored at the City of Wayne public 
works yard. 

Wayne Cily Council members approved the agreement 
at their regular meeting two weeks ago.

400,000 gallons of liquid waste 
per day. 

There is no activity at the site 
because the permits were 
revoked. 

Legal bills to keep the well 
from operating in the city have 
mounted to more than $1 mil¬ 
lion, according to city officials. 

Keyes said he’s not sure if this 
is the end of the line for the 
wells, and cautioned that it’s too 
early for the city to run a victory 
lap.

Supervisor King called the meeting to order at 7 :j 0 p.m. in the Board Room. Present. 
Supervisor King, Clerk Payne, Trustee Clair, Trustee Hart, Trustee Jahr and Trustee 
Rochowiak. Absent and excused: Treasurer Budd. Others in attendance: Planning 
and Economic Development Director Kelley, Captain Brooks, Chief Nicholai, Parks 
and Recreation Director Ross, Parks Manager Mulkey, Secretary Cline and an audi¬ 
ence often (10). 

APPROVAL OF AGENDA: Hart moved, Rochowiak seconded to approve the agen¬ 
da as presented. Carried. 

PUBLIC HEARING: Jahr moved, Clair seconded to open the public hearing to hear 
public comment on establishing Industrial Development District #20. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating this public hearing is for creating 
the Industrial Development District and is a prerequisite to considering the tax abate¬ 
ment. The second public hearing is for the eleven-year Industrial Facilities 
Exemption Certificate more commonly known as a tax abatement. 

The applicant, NEAPCO (New England Automotive Products Corporation) Driveline, 
LLC gave a brief overview of the company with current plant locations in , 
Pennsylvania, Nebraska, Ontario, California and Mexico. There are several sites 
being considered one in Nebraska and the Van Buren Township site located on 
Haggerty Road. This project would bring 285 jobs to Van Buren Township with 200 
skilled jobs and 85 engineering, professional and management jobs with an average 
salary of $900 per week. NEAPCO’s customer will be Ford Motor Company in four 
different locations and NEAPCO is currently looking to expand their customer base. 
Supervisor King stated the location of Industrial Development District #20 is 6735 
Haggerty Road a parcel with two 350,000 square feet facilities located on the east 
side of Haggerty Road north of Ecorse Road. The proposal is to relocate in Van 
Buren Township and the application for abatement will be discussed under the second 
public hearing as required by Public Act 198. 

The Board had the following comments and questions. Trustee Jahr inquired about 
the number of sites being considered and if this site is not chosen does the Industrial 
Development District stay with the land? The applicant stated there are two sites 
being considered one in Nebraska and the Van Buren Township site and the final deci¬ 
sion has not been made on which location will be chosen. Supervisor King stated no 
the Industrial Development District would not remain with the land noting the 
Township Board has the ability to create and remove Industrial Development 
Districts. Trustee Hart inquired what business was being purchased from ACH, 
where is the facility now located and what is happening with that facility; where is the 
tooling being purchased from; and lastly if Van Buren site is selected when would the 
facility start selling to Ford Motor Company? The applicant stated the driveline busi¬ 
ness is what NEAPCO is purchasing, the facility is located in Monroe, Michigan and 
the Monroe facility is being closed; some of the tooling is being purchased from the 
Monroe facility and some will be new purchases. Further, the test facility in Sterling 
Heights would be transferred to the Van Buren Township facility with an anticipated 
date of March 2008 for product to be ready for delivery. Trustee Rochowiak stated 
during Work Study the applicant indicated additional money would be invested into 
the township. The applicant stated if the Van Buren Township site is chosen NEAP¬ 
CO would have a 10 year lease on the facility and is also planning to expand their 
business with other mainly automotive related companies. 

A resident inquired if this would be an UAW shop and is it a Ford Motor Company 
shop? The applicant stated NEAPCO is negotiating with the UAW currently and the 
employees are Visteon temporary employees. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing. 

Hart moved, Payne seconded to close the public hearing. Carried. 

Clair moved, Hart seconded to open the public hearing to hear public comment on 
request for an Industrial Facilities Exemption Certificate for NEAPCO Driveline, 
LLC. Carried. 

Supervisor King opened the public hearing stating the Resolution for eleven-year tax 
abatement is the result of Van Buren Township Tax Abatement Application completed 
by the applicant and is scored on a point system. Supervisor King reviewed the 
NEAPCO application as follows: The cost of the proposed project is in excess of 10 
million dollars, the cost per acre of the proposed project is in excess of 2.5 million 
dollars, the project is not coming from outside the state and is not an expansion within 
Van Buren Township, the company is proposing to lease the site, the proposal 
includes administrative offices within the site with 285 jobs including union and non 
union positions, no outside storage, greater than seventy five percent of the project is 
composed of manufacturing or research and development and environmental impacts 
were reviewed. The application was awarded 87.5 out of 100 possible points which 
qualifies for an eleven-year tax abatement. Upon receipt of the Industrial Facilities 
Exemption Certificate certified letters were sent to all taxing jurisdictions and there 
have not been any objection responses as to this tax abatement from these taxing 
jurisdictions. A component of the certificate is an agreement which the Public Act 
requires and the agreement sets forth milestones for the project that NEAPCO must 
achieve to keep the eleven year tax abatement if the Board grants approval. There 
are target dates in the agreement and the first is December 30, 2008. Lastly, the 
Board has information regarding the NEAPCO Company that Supervisor King 
reviewed noting the company started in 1928 and currently has 525 employees locat¬ 
ed in Pennsylvania, Nebraska, Ontario, California and Mexico. The request tax 
abatement is for Personal Property of approximately 2.2 million dollars and Real 
Property of $300,000 for a total request of approximately 2.5 million dollars. Over 
the eleven year period without the tax abatement NEAPCO would pay approximately 
$4,649 and with the tax abatement would pay approximately $2,300 in township 
taxes. The building is currently empty. NEAPCO will still pay full rates on the exist¬ 
ing building and machinery and equipment being relocated-to the facility from other 
Michigan sites. The abatement represents approximately 7.95 percent of the total 
investment which is approximately $31,400,000. 

The applicant clarified the site selection process stating there are a couple of hurdles 


that need to be accomplished before the Van Buren site is selected. One is tax credits 

from the State of Michigan which were approved today. The other hurdle is'getting 
the purchase agreement signed, equipment purchased and the lease finalized. 
Supervisor King read portions of a press release from the online Detroit Free Press as 
announce by the Governor’s Office and the Michigan Economic Development 
Corporation stating “Four new company projects that will attract more than $1.56 bil¬ 
lion in capital investment could create as many as 1,600 jobs across Michigan. 
NEAPCO Driveline, a Pennsylvania-based maker and developer of automotive drive- 
train systems and will invest $29.4 million in a new facility in Van Buren Township. 
The project is expected to create 1,007 jobs indirectly, including 285 directly by the 
company. A state tax credit valued at more than $4.5 million over seven years has 
been granted to NEAPCO to locate it’s operations in Michigan over a competing site 
in Nebraska.” 

A resident inquired about the 285 jobs, who are the owners of NEAPCO and the 
length of the tax abatement. Supervisor King stated some of the employees will like¬ 
ly transfer and remaining will be hired. The applicant stated key employees will be 
coming to the proposed facilities and others will be offered to transfer and some 
would be hired. All would be new employees to NEAPCO. NEAPCO has five own¬ 
ers. - Supervisor King stated the tax abatement is for eleven years noting Visteon 
received the maximum number of twelve years for a tax abatement, per Public Act 
198. A resident inquired if NEAPCO would become a member of the local chamber 
of commerce. The applicant stated yes, NEAPCO would become a member of the 
local chamber of commerce and is currently a member of every local where it owns 
facilities. 

There being no further discussion, a motion was made to close the public hearing.

In a few weeks fifth and sixth grade students 
across the state will take the wilting portion of the 
Michigan Education Assessment Program (MEAP) 
test 

Agaia 

A ‘breach of security’ has forced thousands of 
youngsters to retake the test after the writing 
prompt was revealed as a part of a story written 
about the exam in a Jackson newspaper 

Reaction has been a bit vitriolic and there has 
been plenty of finger-pointing to go around between 
the paper, the school, the board of education and 
the system itself. 

The paper has posted a couple of responses, one 
from the writer who outlined the process he fol¬ 
lowed. The tone, if I understood it right, was that he 
nor his editors saw anything wrong with it because 
the district didn’t tell them not to do it and they did¬ 
n’t know that everyone wasn’t given the test on the 
same day. 

Well, here’s a bit of advice for any budding jour¬ 
nalists out there: when doing a story about a test 
don’t give out the answers or part of the question. 

It seems like common sense, but this is probably 
something that came up through a desire to tell a 
more compelling, detailed story. 

God knows, I’ve had my flubs in that regard. 
Early in my career I once printed, essentially, step- 


by-step details of how employ¬ 
ees at Taco Bell do their daily 
bank deposit. It was a story 
about a robbery and I thought it was interesting. 

The Canton police called me in with a terse: 
“Oh, we’ve got trouble here, Spielman.” 

I sat down in a darkened detective’s office. The 
blinds were closed. A light glared at me. On the 
desk the paper was open to the page with the story 
on it, a big red circle around the offending para¬ 
graph. As soon as I saw it, I realized what I had 
done and my stomach sank. 

They let me sit in that dark room for a long 
while, and I had plenty of time to come up with a 
number of excuses. 

I didn’t use any of them. 

“Man, that was stupid of me,” I said when the 
detective came in. I pointed at the circled para¬ 
graph. “I can’t believe I did that” 

“I can,” was the reply. 

Message delivered. 

I feel sorry for the writer of the Jackson piece, 
who probably thought he was giving his readers 
some insight into this all-important test Sometimes 
the best course of action, though, is to just throw up 
one’s hands, admit the mistake and provide a better 
example for the young people who have been 
impacted. 
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No way to teach sportsmanship 


How can it be? 

The Inkster Viking varsity football team played 
to perfection this season but the record books will 
show otherwise. 

The Michigan High School Athletic Association 
(MHSAA), the governing body of all things related 
to high school sports in the state, ruled last week 
that Inkster—the team favored to win the Division 
4 state title this year—must forfeit eight of its nine 
wins due to ineligible players who participated in 
the first eight games of the season. 

This turns a perfect 9-0 season into a 1-0 one, 
knocking the Vikings from the playoffs. 

This came as a complete surprise to the coach¬ 
es, players, administration and community. 

An unnamed administrator in the Westwood 
School District that includes Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud High School—Inkster’s biggest, rival— 
tipped off the MHSAA early last week, according 
to sources at Inkster High. The phone call came a 
few days after the Vikings collared the Bulldogs 
54-12 

A handful of Inkster players were suspected of 
ineligibility on Monday but only two remained in 
question come Sunday afternoon—hours before 
the playoff draw. 


One of the players was a 
sophomore transfer from 
Liberia. Although he and his 
parents say he is 18, an appar¬ 
ent clerical error shows his age is 20, making him 
ineligible. Inkster is benched while the player’s 
parents desperately try to obtain their son’s origi¬ 
nal biith certificate—from Liberia. 

The second player in question is a sophomore 
transfer student from a Detroit charter school. 
According to Inkster Coach Greg Carter, the char¬ 
ter school only offered up to the ninth grade to stu¬ 
dents, so the parents transferred their son to 
Inkster in September—the same month that the 
charter school decided to add tenth grade. The 
MHSAA ruled him ineligible, stating that he could 
have stayed at the charter school or transferred 
and sat out the first year at Inkster. 

There’s a bit of a gray area here. The MHSAA 
rulebook states that an athlete can play at a trans¬ 
fer school if his last institution ends at ninth 
grade. 

On top of all of thaL neither player had played 
football before coming to Inkster. And neither

Rapist sentenced to prison

A Westland man was sentenced to 25-60 
years in prison last week after pleading 
guilty to charges that he had molested two 
12-year-old girls. 

Wayne County Circuit Court Judge Vera 
Massey Jones handed down the sentence, 
which was made under the mandatory 
minimum law, to 52-year-old Raymond 
Pniewski, Jr. on Oct 17. The sentence 
came about two weeks after Pniewski 
opted to dispense with a trial and instead 
pleaded guilty to multiple counts of first- 
degree criminal sexual conduct on Oct 2. 

Pniewski was originally arrested in late 


July by officers with the Westland Police 
Department after the mother of twin 12- 
year-old girls filed a report that the man 
had slipped the girls prescription sleep 
medication, molested them while they 
slept, and videotaped the activities. The 
situation came to light after one of the girls 
woke up sooner than expected and ran to 
her mother. 

“He had known them for years,” said 
Sgt Debra Mathews of the Westland Police 
Department shortly after his arrest 

Pniewski had originally been charged 
with six counts of first-degree criminal 
sexual conduct and with three counts of 
manufacturing child sexually abusive 
activity. He had no prior criminal record.

It started as a casual jam ses¬ 
sion at Peter Raymond’s 16th birth¬ 
day party. 

“I’ve had a drum set since sev¬ 
enth or eighth grade, but back then 
it was more difficult to find people 
who wanted to get involved,” said 
Raymond, a freshman at the 
University of Michigan.

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MHSAA ruling cuts 
Inkster’s season short

The Inkster Viking varsity football 
team’s quest to Fbrd Field for a state cham¬ 
pionship came to a crashing halt last week. 

The Michigan High School Athletic 
Association (MHSAA) ruled that the team- 
favored to win the Division 4 state title— 
had to forfeit its first eight wins of the sea¬ 
son due to ineligible players. 

The decision turned Inkster’s perfect 9-0 
record into a 1-8 one, eliminating the 
Vikings’ hopes of a return to Ford Field this 
seasoa 

Inkster Coach Greg Carter said he made 
a call to the MHSAA on Monday night 
about a different issue and was informed 
that an administrator of the Westwood 
School District—which includes Inkster’s 
biggest rival, Dearborn Heights 
Robichaud—reported that Inkster had sev¬ 
eral ineligible players on the team. 

A stunned Carter expediently proved 
that all but two students were entitled to 
play He is continuing to find proof that the 
remaining two were eligible players, too. 
Carter is waiting for legal documentation 


that would exonerate the athletes and the 
program from any wrongdoing. 

The problem is: it will be too late. The 
playoff pairing was Sunday night and the 
playoffs start on Friday. MHSAA officials 
said the decisions will stand. 

“I’m really disappointed,” Carter said. 
“None of this was intentional,” he added. “I 
came here to be a part of the solution, not 
the problem. I don’t need to cheat to win 
games.” 

One piece of documentation Carter is 
waiting for is the birth certificate for 
Sophomore kicker James Delleh. A first- 
year student from Liberia, Africa, his 
records show that he is 20 years old. Delleh 
and his parents said he was 18 when he 
joined the Inkster team and even signed an 
affidavit saying so. Delleh’s sister, who is 
still in Liberia, is trying to obtain the birth 
certificate, according to Carter 

“He is a good kid from a good family try¬ 
ing to make a new start in this country,” he 
said. “He never played sports before and 
he wanted to be a part of something and we 
accepted him on the football team. His
